INSTITUTION FOR THE BLIND, December, 1887. 


To the Trustees of the Mississippi Institution for the Instruction of the 
Blind: . 

GENTLEMEN: “According to custom, I here present to you my 
Fourth Biennial Report, giving a brief account of our Institution 
for the past two years. : i 

The progress of the pupils in the various branches taught here, 
has, on the whole, been satisfactory, and their deportment generally 
good. We give to them a solid English education ; and music, 
both vocal and instrumental, is also taught those who have a taste 
and talent for that beautiful accomplishment. The girls are 
instructed also in bead-work, sewing, both by hand and on the 
machine, knitting and crocheting, while the boys are taught in 
the shop to seat chairs, and to make brooms and mattresses. 

Pupils who profit by the lessons they here receive, when they 
leave the Institution, instead of being burdens on their relatives 
or friends, will be enabled to help themselves in a variety of 
ways; and, in some cases, make for themselves an independent 
living. It isa great mistake to suppose that because they are de- 
ріуеа of sight, the blind cannot be self-supporting ; on the 
contrary, those who have had any experience in teaching them, 
have tound them, with few exceptions, very susceptible to 
instruction, and many are now, throughout the various States, 
making a good support, as teachers, both in literature and music, 
piano tuners, masters of work-shop:, etc. 

Тһе average attendance of pupils for the past two sessions has 
been from thirty-one to thirty-five, while we have a promise of 
several new ones at the beginning of the new year. "Three of 
our number finished last year the course of study taken here, | 
both with credit to their teachers and themselves, and will not 
return, while а fourth has removed to Arkansas, the family of 
which he is a member having gone to that State to reside. 

The health of our household has, for some time past, been 
excellent—nothing more serious occurring among us than a few 
chills and fevers— prevailing! principaily during the fall and 
winter, This is, I think, owing, in a great measure, to the 
healthful location of our building, which is situated on ground 
high and well drained, and almost exempt from malarial 
influences. ' 
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As: heretofore, we have endeavored to exercise all possible 
economy in the management of the school. Our own cows 
furnish us with pure, rich milk. and all the vegetables, with the 
exception of lrish potatoes during the winter, are raised in the 
Institution garden. We have made, also, nearly all our proven- 
der, and for the past three years, all our turkeys for Thanksgiving 
Day and Christmas have been supplied the pupils from our 
own poultry yard. Last December, however, a heavy drain 
was made upon our suppoif fund by the purchase of а new 
heating apparatus, the old one, always very indifferent. having 
given outentirely. A piano was also paid for during the present 
year, for which the Institution had been owing for some time. 
We are also at considerable expense every session, for clothing 
' for pupils whose relatives or friends are unable to furnish them 
with suitable apparel, and for which no provision is made in our 
appropriation For the sake of economy we have dispensed with 
the services of our assistant teacher in the Literary Department 
this session, thus throwing much extra work upon our other 
instructors. 

Before closing my report, I feel it my duty to call your attention 
to the present condition of the building, which, never having been 
finished, is being seriously damaged by the vicissitudes of the 
weather. The high winds have blown off some of the slating on 
the roof, which we have not yet been able to replace, and during 
a heavy rain it leaks badly in various places, and should be 
repaired as soon as possible. We also much need a suitable 
kitchen ; the one now in use being a room in the basement of our 
building— small and totally unsuited for such a purpose. А good 
stable should also be provided for our stock; which, during 
the late inclement weather, has suffered very much for want of a 
comfortable shelter. 

In concluding, let ше thank you, gentlemen, for the faithful 
discharge of the duties devolving upon you in connection with 
the Institution, and I must also express to the teachers and 
employes of the School my high appreciation of their zealous 
labors during the past, in their various departments.

BY-LAWS OF THE INSTITUTION 


FOR THE 


INSTRUCTION OF THE BLIND. 


ARTICLE I. 


DESIGN OF THE INSTITUTE. 


Section 1. The design of the Institution shall be strictly 
educational, having reference only to the physical, mental and 
moral training of the young blind of both sexes residing in the 
State, and not to the providing of an Asylum for the aged and 
infirm, or a hospital for the treatment of disease 

Suc. 2. It shall be regarded as a department of public instruc- 
tion, and therefore its privileges shail be tendered free of expense 
to all suitable applicants within the State. 

SEC. 3. Pupils from without the State may, at the discretion of 
the Trustees, participate in the benefits of the Institution by 
paying a reasonable sum for their support and education. 


ARTICLE 11. 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

_ SECTION т. The Board ot Trustees shall hold its regular meet | 
ings at the Institute, and the day of meeting shall be the second 
Monday їп each month, unless otherwise ordered in specia 
cases 

Sec. 2 A majority of the members shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. А 

SEC. 3. Special meetings may be called by the President or 
by one of the Trustees and the Superintendent. 


ARTICLE HI. 


"THE SECRETARY. 


SECTION r. The Secretary of the Board shall be elected annu- 
ally, by the "Trustees, at their regular meetings in July, and be 
subject to removal at any time, for just cause. 

* SEC. 2. He shall issue all notices of the meetings of the Board, 
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and keep full minutes of the proceedings. at each meeting, fur- 
nish attested copies of the minutes to whom they concern, when 
appropriate to do so. - 

Seo. 3. He shall keep all accounts between the Institution 
and the State Treasury departments, and shall draw all warrants 
upon the Treasury of the State, for the allowances by the Board, 
which warrants shall be signed by the Presidént and Secretary of 
the Board. — 

SEC. 4. He shall furnish annually, to the Board, on the first 
day of November, a detailed statement of the allowances made 
during the year, to accompany their annual report. He shall 
also furnish to the Board, for insertion in their annual report, a 
general statement of the expenses of the year, classified under 
appropriate heads. 

SEC. 5. He shall carry on the financial correspondence of the 
Board, 05 copies of the letters, and carefully filing those 
received. 


ARTICLE IV. 
THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


Section r. The Board of Trustees shall elect the Superinten- 
dent of the Institution, and all necessary assistants; said officers 
to be removable at the pleasure of the Board. 

SEC. 2. He shall be the executive head of the Institution, 
and the medium of communication between him and the Board 
of Trustees. 

SEC. 3. He shall have the nomination subject to confirmation 
by the Board, of all the teachers and other «assistant officers in 
the Institution, together with the attending physician, and shall 
be responsible for the faithful performance of their several duties, 
as well as for the advancement and good behavior of the pupils 
under their charge. 

SEC. д. Heshall keep a register of all the pupils received into’ 
the Institution, embracing their names and ages, the causes and 
degrees of their blindness, the dates of their admission and dis- 
charge, the postoffice address of their parents or guardians, and 
such other information concerning them as may be deemed im- 
portant. - . 

SEC. 5. In the school department, he shall prescribe the 
course and methods of instruction, the time to be devoted by 
` teachers and pupils to the several branches of study, the appara- 
tus and text books to be employed, the system of discipline, and 
other matters pertaining to the mental and moral improvement of 
the pupils. R 

SEC. 6. Inthe Work Department he shall prescribe the kinds 
of work to be learned by the pupils, and the number of hours per 
day to be devoted to labor; and shall pass frequently through the 
several shops and work rooms, for the purpose of keeping himself 
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informed of the progress and deportment of the pupils. He shall 
direct the manner in which the female branch of the Work De- 
partment shall be cor:ducted. 

бес. 7. He shall direct the purchase of the necessary appa- 
ratus for the work-shops. 

Sec. 8. Inthefemalebranch of the Work Department, he shall 
purchase, orcause to be purchased, all needed apparatus and 
materials, and cause all moneys received from sales of manufac- 
tured articles to be paid over to him at the end of every month, 
keeping a strict account of his disbursements and receipts on ac- 
count of the department 

Sec. 9. In the Household Department, he shall prescribe the 
number of domestics, and other assistants of a like character to 
be employed, fix the rate of compensation and pay their wages, 
presenting a monthly account to the Board for money thus paid 
out, 

Sec. то. He shall see that all pupils are comfortably and re- 
spectably clad, and when their parents, through inability or neg- 
lect, fail to supply them with the necessary clothing, he shall 
supply the same, and present the accounts therefor to the Board 
forallowance. He shall also defray the traveling expenses of 
such pupils as are not provided with means by their friends to 
return tó their homes when required to leave at the close of the 
session or otherwise, and present his account for the same, as in 
the case of expenditures for clothing ; and in case of the death of 
pupils at the Institution, whose remains are not remoyed by their 
friends, he shall defray all necessary funeral expensés, present- 
ing accounts for the same in like manner, as aforesaid. 

Sec. тт. Allotherordinary expenses, whether of the House- 
hold or School Department, shall be defrayed by the Superin- 
tendent, and accounts for the same laid before the Board for 
examination öhd allowance. 

SEC. 12. Whatever furniture, apparatus, work, material or 
thelike, to any considerable amount, shallbe needed, the Su- 
perintendent shall so inform the Trustees, and if they shall con- 
sent to the expenditure, he shall purchase the requisite articles, 
and present the accounts to the Board for allowance. 

БЕС. 13. Не shall have care of all the buildings and grounds 
ofthe Institution, and shall see that they be kept constantly ip 
order, both as to cleanliness and minor repairs, x 

SEC. тд. - He shall exercise due care in the promotion of the 
health of the pupils by requiring of them frequent and thorough 
ablutions, exercise in the open air, and entire abstinence from 
all injurious practices, and providing them with plain, substantial 
diet, together with comfortable dormitory accommodations, and 
in all cases of sickness shall see that they have prompt medical 
treatment, as well as every other necessary attention. x. 

Sec. 15 He shallendeavor to imbue the minds of the pupils 
with strict principles of morality, requiring them to attend regu- 

, larly upon public worship at such places as may be severally 
chosen by themselves or their friends. 
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SEC. 16, It shall be considered by him as essential features in 
the management of the Institution to prevent all unnecessary as- 
sociation between the male and female pupils, and he shall, there- 
fore, see that they are never together excepting in the class-rooms 
ə the hours of instruction, ör in the presence of some 
officer. en 

Seo. 17. He shall make an annual report to the Trustees, em- 
bracing an account of the condition and progress of the several 
departments of the Institution, of the course of instruction pur- 
sued, and of the health and general improvement of the- pupils. 

Sec. 18. He shall have power to suspend any subordinate 
officer for incompetence, or dereliction of duty until the next suc- 
ceeding meeting of the Beard, when he shall report the case for 
final adjustment by that body. 


ARTICLE V. 


THE SCHOOL SESSION, 


бестточ r. There shall be an annual session of the school, 
commencing on the first Monday in October, and closing on the 
25th of June following. 

Seo. 2. İt shall be considered obligatory on all the pupils to 
spend the period of vacation at their respective homes. 

Sra. 3. When; in any case, the friends of a pupil shall fail to 
remove him or her at the commencement of vacation, the Super- 
intendent shall do so at the expense of the Institution. 


ARTICLE VI. 


THE ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE OF PUPILS. 
* 

Secrion x. АН blind persons residing in the State of Missis- 
sippi who are between the ages cf nine and twenty-one years, 
and who are not incapacitated by physical, mentalor moral in- 
firmity for useful instruction, shall be considered eligible for ad- 
mission as pupils of the Institution; but no one whose age does 
not come within the limits just prescribed, shall be received ex- 
cepting in peculiar cases, and by special action of the Board of 
Trustees : 

Seo. 2. The Board shall cause to be prepared an appropriate 
circular, setting forth the objects of the Institution, theregulations 
pertaining to pupils, and such other information as may be of 
interest to applicants, together with definite instructions as to the 
manner of procedure in making application ; a copy of which 
circular shall be forwarded to the friends of any person wishing to 
become a pupil. 

See. з. The Superintendent shall have authority to admit all 
applicants who come within the prescribed rules as to age, etc., 
but shall refer all other cases to the Board. 
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Seo, 4. All the regular pupils shall be required to be in at 
endanceat the commencement of each session, and to remain 
until its its close, unless prevented by sickness or other exigency. 

SEC. 5. "There being no limit fixed by law for the time dur. 
ing which a pupil may remain in the Institution, it shall be left 
to the Superintendent and Trustees to determine in each individ- 
ual case as to the proper time of dismissal. 

Sec. 6. Pupils may be expelled by the" Superintendent for 
misconduct, when they shall be adjudged by him to be incorrigi- 
ble, or when, in his judgement, the.good of the Institution de- 
mands it, but his action in such cases must be reported to the 
Board for final adjustment. 

Seo, 7. Pupils who complete their course of instruction. with 
credit to themselves, may be furnished with diploma by the Su- 


perintendent, signed by himself, and countersigned by the Presi- 
Gent and Secretary of the Board.
